The new paragraph two, as 
adopted by the Senate, reads as 
follows: 

“In order to graduate a student 
must have a cumulative index of 
2.00. While this index is not re- 
quired at any point in the stu- 
dent’s career prior to graduation, 
he must nevertheless show a 
steady progress towards this goal. 

Thus it is required that the stu- 
dent must maintain a cumulative 
index of 1.60 during his freshman 
year, a cumulative index of 1.80 
during his sophomore year, a 
cumulative index of 1.90 during 
his junior year. In any semester 
in which he fails to achieve the 
required cumulative index he is 
placed on probation. If he fails to 
achieve the required cumulative 
index at the end of the next se- 
mester, he is dropped for poor 
scholarship. In individual cases, 
a nd only where special circum- 
stances are involved, the student 
may appeal to the Academic Sen- 
ate for continuation in the Col- 
lege. This appeal must be made 
in writing to the Academic Dean 
within two days after he receives 
notification of his status. For pur- 
poses of computing the cumulative 
index, a summer session is con- 
sidered as a part of the student’s 
previous year.”

To Split After 1968 Season?

Banquet at Curtis Creek Country 


Is the Indiana Conference dead? 

Dave Overpeck, in a series of 
articles appearing in the February 
20-22 editions of the Indianapolis 
Star, says it is. The schools desir- 
ing to split away from the con- 
ference ? Overpeck said, are Val- 
paraiso, Saint Joseph's and De- 
Pauw. 

However, this would not be 
possible until 1969 because of a 
motion passed at a recent ICC 
meeting, which read: “We (the 
ICC members) reaffirm an in- 


state, is outstripping the 
other school’s financial ability 
to compete on the same level. 
“With enrollments headed for 
the 20,000 level in the early 1970 ’b, 
their student bodies, alumni, and 
boards are going to insist on them 
playing at a level equivalent to 
the Mid-American Conference.” 

Overpeck continued, “It is a 
level that the private schools in 
the ICC — Saint Joseph’s, DePauw, 
Valparaiso, Butler and Evans- 
ville— cannot, and do not, want 
to pay the price to reach.”
